There is no change in the condition of af- 


fairs at tho First National, but tho proposed 
syndicate have not yet effected th« reorgan- 
ization, and rumors that tho scheme was 
about to fall through havo created considera- 
ble uneasiness hero. Messrs. English, DoFauw 
and Reynolds have been in consultation over 
tho matter, but have not yet made public 
what their intentions are. 
In business cir- 


cles there is a feeling of decided anxiety over 
tlio financial outlook. If tho First National 
is not saved by the syndic-ate or otherwise, 
its suspension is almost certain to precipitate 
a panic. Tho other banks are extremely 
cautious and aro quietly preporingthemselvea 
for what may come,

What Gen. Palnior Has to Say;Al«mt 


the .Recent Publication With Refer- 
ence to Gen. Patrick. 
SPIIINOKIELU, 111., Aug. 15,—Thui-u was

Palnier, 
of this city, was ono of tho board of manager 
Of the four national soldiers' homes located 
atTogus, Mo,, Dayton, Ohio, Milwaukee', 
Wis., aud Hampton, Va., visited his olflce 
and called his attention to tho dispatch re- 
ferred to. Tho general read it over carefully 
aud then said: "These soldiers' homes uro 
pretty near all full, and tho inmates are hard 
to manage. 
They aro men who fought for 


their country, and are pretty well advanced 
in life. They have observed how men who 
never faced death iu defense of the Hag have 
been favored by the government, and in con- 
sequence havo become restless and impatient. 
Although they aro well cared for, they want 
something hotter. They feel that benefits 
should bo commensurate with services render- 
ed." Gov. Palmer, going to his drawer, said: 
"I believo I can furnish an explanation to 
tho charges madfi in this Dayton dispatch 
which you havo shown me. Hero is a ceneriil 
order from Gon. Patrick, governor of tho 
Dayton home. It is dated July 81, and 
reads: ' Pursuant to instructions from Cfcn. 
W.B.Franklln, president of the board of mali- 
ngers, tho following-named men are hereby 
dishonorably discharged from the Natioaai 
homo for disabled volunteer soldiers at Day- 
ton, 0., for reasons set opposite each nmuo."'

of Flatteiy Hard to Resist. 


Other Mental Tricks of tho Same Sort

Tho memory of the just is blessed; so is the 


memory of cm adroit politician; at least it is a 
blessed pood tiling to have. Tho faculty of 
a«ociatiiig a face with its owner's camo, und 
to recall 'the circumstances under which it vras 
last seen; to bring up a whole sot Of ideas 
about the talk tho politician than had; what 
the politician said, and what tho jnonsaifl, is 
oftou nioro valuable to one in p'olitics than 
honesty, learning and statenianship. To bo 
remembered by a distiugiiishod notorious 
man wlioluiowssomnay.pf'ple, and whose 
mind must bo full of all son i of things is n. 
kind of flattery hard to resist. It means 
thut you are not a rery insignificant person 
after all, or you would not havo made such 
au impression upon tho busy and eager poli- 
tician. There must have been something 
about you that' mado.him remember not only 
your namo but what you did or said. For 
tho moment, at least, you forget that this is 
only a special faculty iu this man, a trick of 
tiie mind which enables him to remember 
your neighbor, who may be much stupider 
and less remarkable than you, just as well as 
ho 
remembers 
yoursolf; 
that

and 
groet 


tlio 
wife 
there 
with 
tho 
same 


cordiaiity'and pick out the children just as 
correctly and ask how that fmo baby is do- 
ing, with1 just as much heartiness. In otlior 
words that it is not a special mark of ihtur- 
est in you at all, bat only a kind of slolght- 
oi-haiid performance which makes you think 
you are a finer niaa than other peoplo think 
you are, or, perhaps, than you know yoursolf 
to bo's 


It is of a piece with other mental tricks of 


tho same sort Somo can remember dates; 
some birthdays; some have a special faculty 
(or places, and need to bo iu a town or woods 
or on a mountain but ouce, in order to be 
perfectly familiar with them. Somo liorso- 
ineu become so export that they recognize 
horses with, 
tho 
greatest eoso, 
though 


they may only have seen them trotting 
along tho road or carf.'criiigovorthe pastures. 
Herders becoruo so expoit that they have 
been Itnown to distinguish their own cattle- 
in a herd^at an incredible distance away. 
. .But horses, cattlo, mountains, rocks, 
•streBts, rivers, buildings and forest cannotbo 
ilaticrcd by thu export faculty. They havo 
no votes or influence. It may be^ flattering 
to the individual, but it is not flattering to tho 
community that this way of tickling. men's 
vanity governs citizens BO inueb. _in their 
choice o( the man to make or' execute their 
laws. Yet very sansiblo men are ofton , af- 
fecto'd'in their judgements by tho personal 
attitude which a candidate "puts ou.' 
If he shows that us remembers you, uud re- 
minds you whore ho last saw you, half a 
dozen years ago, and asks whether you 
bought tho house or sold the farm you wore 
talking about at thattimo, forthwith you arj 
apt to'thiiik that man better fitted to tax you 
and appropriate your money, or males laws 
for you than another man who may hava 
many other virtues, but lacks this one. 


Mr. Blaino has the reputation of being en- 


dowed with ihis gift. A story has beou lately 
on tho rounds, attributed to llr. Tburnmn, in 
which Mr. Blnino is represented as greeting 
an

aud 
asking

was driving when Blaino had seen him pro- 
viously. This story is mot by a direct con- 
tradiction of Mr. Blainc's ability to recall 
faces. According to this authority, it is an 
idea assiduously cultivated by Mr. Elaino, 
but as a matter of fact there aro few public 
men who have ]>corer recollection of names 
and faces than he. Tho belief in this faculty 
of his is founded on what has been industri- 
ously said about his possession of it—not on 
the faculty itself. A witness of the incident 


1 testifies that once, in a drawing-room car, 
hoBawSIr. Blame ask the conductor tho 
name of a gentleman uear him. When ho 
learned tho name the statesman a.yosa, ad- 
drf ssed tho gongomau by name, lejt a few 
moments, consulted a memorandum book, 
and coming back related a circumstance oc- 
curring at a previous meeting, and wbtob. tho 
witness believes was recorded in the little 
book. 


But even if this were true, it should make 


very little' difference. 
If a man is a great 


statesman because he can tickle you by refer- 
ring to tho memorandum in his brain, he is 
just as great a statesman as if he flattered 


1 you by consulting a well-arranged and well- 
indexed note book. 
It is only a question o£ 


method. His votes are just as sound, his

character as honest and noble, whether 
he 
employs

you fool good which nature gave him or tho 
means which his own ingenuity with $aper 
and pencil invented. 
In either cose the 


method came from tho man's brain, and 
ought not really'.to"affect bis reputation" for 
political sagacity, adroitness, courage or 
wliatever'clso most distinguishes him. His 
interest in you is'just as ardent and intense, 
whether he resorts to his memory or his mepv 
nrandum. In neither case does ho give you a 
moment's thought after ho has effected bis 
object.
